Death penalty 
requires using all 
possible resources

Following the recent execution of Gary 
Graham in Texas, there’s been a lot of buzz 
in the media regarding the death penalty. 
And while the issue ignites passions on both 
sides of the fence, it gets a little muddy when 
it comes to the particulars of how we decide 
if a person is truly guilty, with such certainty 
that we’re comfortable sentencing them to 
death. 

The core of the issue is, or should be, very 
simple. I’m sure that even those who support 
the death penalty would agree that the idea of 
executing an innocent person is not only 
abhorrent, it is simply unacceptable. DNA 
testing, proponents say, can help narrow the 
margin of error significantly, in cases where 
it’s applicable. 

So, what puzzles me is, if we,now know 
that DNA testing can provide more of a 
guarantee that we’ ve “got the right guy,” then 
why is it that only four states allow for 
requesting this testing after conviction? 

While advances in DNA research have 
created all manner of ethical dialogue in the 
scientific realm, these new identification 
methods should serve to open our eyes in 
terms of our justice system. When judging 
matters of life and death, the testimony of, 
say, a Single eyewitness, as in the Gary 
Graham case, no matter how sure that 
witness is, should simply not be enough. _ 

I don’t profess to know all the details of 
that particular case, butcommon sense tells 
me that one eye witness can be mistaken, no 
matter how reliable the witness appears to be. 
Even if we believe that testimony is enough 
to convict on, we should be wary of con- 
demning to death on a single person's word, 
period. And if there’s a way to be a little 
more certain, who, in the interest of justice, 
could object to that? Anyone that would 
object — weil, I'd have to question their 
motivations, quite frankly. 

While I know our justice system is 
purported to be one of the best in the world, 
and likely is, I’ve seen too many examples of 
it falling short to have the kind of faith in it 
I’d need to send someone to the electric 
chair. And the question then becomes, is it 
worth taking that chance, the chance of not 
just convicting, not just jailing, but actually 
taking the life of an innocent person? 

When the subject comes up, and I 
mention that I’m against the death penalty, 
supporters are more likely than not to tell me 
that I'd think differently if it were my sister, 
my mother, my child who'd been murdered, 
God forbid. And I can’t honestly say I 
wouldn’t wish something awful on someone 
who’d visited such violence on a loved one 
of my own. That, though, in my humble 
estimation, doesn’t mean it’s my right to 
make that happen. Still, if I did wish for the 
death penalty, I would have to know, beyond 
a shadow of a doubt, that the right person 
was paying for the crime. 

As someone who opposes the death 
penalty, I know I’m not likely to make or 
break the death penalty issue right here, and 
since we don’t have.it in Michigan, perhaps 
that’s a moot point for my immediate 
readership anyway. BP e

Previous to their new assignments in northern

Carl began his career as a pastor in January of 
1983, is a church elder, and holds a master’s 
degree.

“I'd always been active serving with [Carl],”

Biting off 


more than 


one e gardener can chew

: It's about this time each year that I come to the inevitable 


conclusion that I cannot possib 


ly handle all the grandiose plans 


I developed for.my. garden over the course of a sixth-month lull 


called winter. 


At the outset, I had determined that my rectangular, some- 
what personality-free garden was going to get a major everhaul 
this year. I was going to dig up plants, move and reorganize, 
add a raised bed, constructed of stones, around three sides, and 


create a small sitting area to bo

The use of the city right-of-way 
was once again a topic of discussion 
at the Boyne City Commission meet- 
ing last week. 

At the June 27 méeting, commis- 
sioners passed a motion to allow the 
railroad car located outside of 
Lester’s: The Place for BBQ to-re- 
main on the city right-of-way. The 
use of the car, which has. been used 
as an outdoor eating area by various 
restaurants that have been housed in 
the old depot building on Ray Street, 
had been under review by the city 
with the opening of Lester’s two 
weeks ago. 

' Leases and agreements have been 
signed giving the former restaurant 
Owners use of the property, despite 
being technically in violation of the 
current zoning ordinance.

Old-fashioned way of 
travel coming north 


Travelers to northwest Michigan 
will have a new, viable means of 
transportation beginning Aug. 4-6 
when the Northern Arrow passenger 
train resumes a weekend trip from 
Whitmore Lake to Petoskey. 

The train departs at 2 p.m. Friday 
in Whitmore Lake, just otrtside of Ann 
Arbor, with a 6 or 7 p.m. stop in 
Kalkaska, then onto Boyne Falls, be- 
fore reaching Petoskey around 8 p.m. 

The return trip leaves Petoskey at 
2 p.m. “Sunday and rolls into 
Whitmore Lake around 8 p.m. Pas- 
sengers may also originate a trip in 
Petoskey, Boyne Falls or Kalkaska on 
Sunday and travel downstate for the 
week, returning north on Friday. 

The train travels close to 59 mph. 

Northern Arrow completed a prac- 
tice run with 72 riders June 24-25, and 
included a passenger survey of the 
trip’s positives and negatives. 

“Tt took longer than we thought to 
head north out of Kalkaska toward 
Petoskey,” Northern Arrow passenger 
reservationist Jennifer Delong said. 
“The train had to go a little slower 
because of the tracks. It’d be nice to 
have some work done north of there 
so we could speed up a bit.” 


of the car sits on private property, now 


owned by Lester’s, while the remain- 
der of the car is on the city right-of- 
way. 

“We’ve been open two weeks,” 
said Lester’s co-owner Brett Stahl at 
the meeting, “and people ask to sit in 
that trolley. We'd like to continue 
using it for seating.” 

Several citizens at the meeting 


supported the use of the car, stating — 


that the commission should do every- 
thing in its power to help the local 
businesses. 

According to city manager Eric 
Strahl, “As I understand it the car 
staying on the right of way is perma- 
nent.” Strahl said that Lester’s will 
still be allowed to continue serving 
food, but the serving of alcohol on the 
property remains an issue. 


The train will be 
equipped with five pas- 
senger cars built by Ca- 
nadian Car and Found- 
ry in 1954 for the Cana- 
dian National Railways. 
Four classic cars hold 
72 seats and fifth is a 
food service car with a 
42 seat lounge. 

All seats are chair- 
like with drop-down or 
group tables for dining. 
A complete light meal 
service is provided on 
both the northbound and 
southbound trip as part 
of the fare. 

The excursion begins on a portion 
of the old Ann Arbor Railroad from 
Whitmore Lake through Howell, 
Durand, Owosso, Clare and Cadillac. 
There, the train will swing onto the 
old Pennsylvania Railroad for the re- 
mainder of the trip. 

For passengers who travel to 
Petoskey, they will disembark onto 
the original Pennsylvania Railroad 
platform downtown. 

Pulling the Northern Arrow are 
General Motors model GP-35 loco-
